CLOSE OF THE REUNION. 


Stirring Speeches at the Camp 


and a Love Feast at the 


Court House. 


War Songs and Regimental Meetings. 


The Soldiers' Reunion has come to nn 


end, and the old vets plastered with 
souvenir badges and their hearts glad- 
dened by meeting old comrade', have 
gone to their homes, to tell of tlie big 
time they had in hospitable Dtcatur for 
three days. The gHtbeting of visitors 
was quite large, and the resident pupula 
tion turned out in goodly numbers to 
swell the crowd in the city and at Camp 
Sheridan. 
The street cars and hacks 


were tfixed to their utmost capacity to 
transfer the crowd—nearly every oar and 
hack being filled going out and coming 
ia from the camp after 10 a.m. yester- 
day. Fortunately there was no disturb- 
ance or serious accident to mar the pleas- 
ure of the reunion, and it is put down as 
a sucoess. Business men generally prof- 
ited by the gathering, all being kept busy 
selling goods early aud late. Those hav- 
ing privileges at the camp reaped a rich 
harvest, and while the soldiers were busy 
talking over old times, they were also 
generous with their money. 


SPEECHES AT THE OAMP. 


Aid. Muzzy was master of ceremonies 


at Camp Sheridan and performed his du- 
ties well. 


Below are synopses of the addresses de- 


livered during the day: 


Dr. Moore, of Deoatur, Surgeon of the 


115th 111., InC'ty, delivered the address of 
welcome to the soldiers from the speak- 
er's stand. He said: 


On|bohiUf of tho g?od people of Deoatur 


and Maoon county, tlio soldiers woro welcomed 
to tho hospitalities of those patriotic oiti/.ens. 
Words could not ombody the great depth uf 
fooling that aroso cm those occasions, or ho 
would attempt to express his lovo lor his com- 
rades. At those reunions, alter separation 
for a quarter of a century, old comrades wore 
overcome by thoir feelings. Ho had noted 
one Instance to-day, whore two mess mates, 
who hiul not acun each other alnco tho war, 
caught sight of each other across tho room, 
and rushed across tho room, throwing thoir 
arms about and arouud otie another as a lond 
cnothor would press hor child to her boaom. 
i'hat was tho fooling that animated old oom- 
rados. It was good to take these men by tho 
hands again—hands that held the sword aud 
mtiskol lor the honor ol thoso flaga, tailored 
unil torn here. Wo welcome you, because of 
yoursacrllloe. No ouo can toll tho debt we 
owe tho soldiers. Wo come together to bury 
personal animosities—r von toward ihoonomy. 
Many ol you romombor, whon on tho piokot 
lino, a rebel would call out that ho would ex- 
change tobacco 1'or hard tack. 11 a rebel was 
hero to day, in his gray suit, you would shako 
hands—"How arc you, UobV" And ho would 
reply: "How arc you, i'ank?" You wore 
lighting for a principle; it was not so much 
leaving tho plow, leaving your business, your 
merchandise, or your bank—you wero ready 
lo go lor a hlgbei duty; you laid thotu all 
upon tho allai ot >our country to wipe out 
the Insult to your Hug. Whon tho waroponert 
the government ol tho LT. S. was hardly 
known among Llio nations of the earth; we 
Imd no nruiy, aud no imvy, by which they 
judge of a nation's powers; we wero but a 
little spook upon the world's hlslorj. llut 
out great struggle! Urow the eyow ol llio world, 
and tho navy ol tlio U. B., tbo government, ol 
the U. S. Is full, and known and appreciated 
everywhere. They know wo bavo soldiers fn 
this country, aud tliat tho rotirod army ia tho 
greatest and proudest and grandest in tho 
world. My lollow-comuuloa, tbo work you did 
In beyond all praise. It slartle.il the world, and 
your achio\eraonts will go down In hi^tiny, 
and the Idood Hhod on the battlefield will, I 
hope, I'omunl the HtatOB of our ccuntry for all 
timo Lo come. May wo have man> reunions 
iit'iiln, and Clod I loss and save you all. 


(1KN. Mian, 


on being called lor, uald Unit although ho hud 
boon living In another city tor sixteen years, 
ho still regarded Docatur as his homo, llololt 
better lor bolug presout, Wo aro getlinggray, 
and tho blood circulates slowly through our 
veins, but tho sentiment ol patriotism and 
iovo for the Hag was undimlnisbcd, and coulu 
never lalter. 1 believe It Is warmer to-day 
tlmn over. We did not know tho good wo rfid 
In saving tho government; it IN boyond our 
human calculation what tho growth of this 
country will bo In iltty years—wo aro just be- 
ginning to begin—a nation In Us Intancy. A 
reunion was not tbe place to talk politics, the 
occasion was too sacred to be dragged into 
the mine of politics. Whon 1 laid down my 
sword, 1 was ready to shake hands with tho 
man who was against mo, and I know every 
soldior would do that to the rebel soldios, who 
has promised to stand by this Hag. Our sol- 
diers wont to war to have peace, aud thoy 
have brought peace, and tor Uoil's sake lot us 
havo poaco, (Applauno.) We want to go for- 
ward and build up tbo oonutry, and bury tbo 
animosities of the war; but let tho spirit that 
animated us in Mil be transmitted to our pos- 
terity, arid whonovor this Hag Is In danger 
again (and it iiovor will bo again irom Inter- 
nal ouomlos) our descendants will protoetjlt. 
1 am sorry that our tlrst commander ol the 
eighth Illinois Is not hero. Pennsylvania, In- 
diana aud Uhlo had thoir war governors, but 
thoy ataid at homo. Wo had our Hold gover- 
nor, who went with us, aud thoro Is not a sol- 
dior, high or low, on the soil oi Illinois, who 
was a braver man than Dick Ogle'sby. I saw 
him at DonolBou, whon lor throe hours wo had 
stood a galling lire, and tho boys began to 
waver because thoy woro out of ammunition, 
and he rode up and down that linf, (I BOG him 
to-day on that rod horse) and said: ^"Uoys, 
don't give an inch." and thoj uldn't give an 
Inch. I listened to hla spott li last night, and 
though wo aro different In politics, not a word 
did I hoar from his lips that could in tho least 
havo boon construed as partisan, either to my 
ears or any otnor Democrat, He reflected the 
opinion of ovory soldlhr; ho know it didn't 
make any dllloronco in '(il what political opin- 
ion a man bail. All thoj' asked, waa: "Do you 
want to sign thlH roll;" Tbo General thought 
that we ahould increase our navy and prepare 
for loroigu dangers—an idoa which he ampli- 
fied at some length. 


Captain Royoo, of Terre Haute, Co. B, 116th 


111., gave a half hour or more of interesting 
discourse, lie said tho ties formed la tlio 
army were greater than tboso formed at 
school or among neighbors—it was brolhorly 
love. Tho days iu tho army woro not dark 
dark days altogether. Soino wore tilled with 
joy, aud thoy had iun at times, He would 
never tiro tolling of tho stories of tho camp- 
lire. Some speaker here had aald If wo wero 


weTBmemUer them became they fought for 
liberty. These reunions are to us errand and 
glorious because of the cause in which wo 
were engaged—because tho two million men 
who wore the blue fought for liberty and 
unity; because we represented the hopes of 
humanity everywhere, and because victory to 
our banner was victory lor freedom, for lib- 
erty, i'or civilization, and tor all tno highest 
and best hopes ot the people of this country 
and of every other country In the world. Wo 
othei such causu over caused a soldier to draw 
his sword and. shoulder bis musket. In no 
« ar tiid soldiers gtaud BO iDravely tor right. In 
no w nr did all tho soldiery, rauk uiid Hie, so 
thoroughly undeistaud that the issues were 
the Issues ot civilization iu thla and every 
other country. Bravo soldiers who i aaxon 
met Saxon. oaoritlclnB soldiers 1 Why the 
men south sacrificed as much when they lolt 
home us the men ot the north. They accepted 
.ho Issues of war as you accepted, tho issues 
ol war, and suffered privatiouB as you did; 
i bey were aa brave untl devoted as you were 
bravo and devoted, but irtey fought to over- 
throw national unity, and they lought la tho 
interest of damnable Slavery. They lought 
lor tho wrong and you lougnt lor the right. 
(Applause) That Isn't party poliuu»—timi.is 
politioa. That means when uen. Leib and 1 
put on our coats and shouldered our uiusketB 
we burled party politics and took up a higher 
business-loyal politics, and wont out to tight 
uaitors to lueir country, (i'ho Colonel hero 
told a story of an old rob. at the close ot tbo

But Arlington is the resting placo of 
twelve thousand loyal heroes that died lor 
liberty. The home of tho rebel chieftain is to- 
day tbo home ol tho Union's aaorod dead, 
inoy rost lorevor at peace, surrounded by the 
beauty ol nature, tho waves of tho old Poto- 
mac boating against the grabs beneath them; 
Lbo capital ot the nation near thorn, growing 
uj be tun most beautiful ol any in tho world. 
Lot us cherish thorn as wo cherish tho graves 
ol tho heroic dead everywhere. It la good for 
us, comrades, that wo assemble hero to-day to 
renew our devotion to each other, and romom- 
bor tho dead. 
At the conclusion of Capt. Howells speech, 


Comrade Lee, Seo'y ol tho list Ills., said thai 
no wanted to correct a report in regard to tho 
latahty among tbe color bearers ol the Hat, 
during tho charge at Jackson, Miss. Instead 
of live reported as ahot, six vere struck, four 
01 
1 whom wero killed. Tho two surviving men 
who carried tho colors on that death-swept 
Hold wore present, Comrades iStroever aud 
Marsh. Mr. Leo said, In presenting tbobo gen- 
tlemen: "I saw Comrade Stroever hero, grasp 
the Hag aa it loll, aud bearing It on, ho almost 
Haunted It right in tho laces ol Lho Confeder- 
ates; aud whon tho order came to fall back, 
ho was successful in getting back with his life. 
Uomraao Marsh waa tho first one ahot down 
while bearing the banner." 
Capt. Frooland, ol the2lat Keg't, made some 
ringing remarks, which space forbids giving 
in lull, and among other points bo Louohou 
upon the stale sovereignty question. Wo 
have said, he remarked, by tho sacrifices all 
over tho south, that we aro a nation and not a 
conledoratiou. Ilo thought tbo Slbt could vio 
in bravery with other regiments, although it 
was a sad affair, when at Stone Kiver, out ol 
liOOmen whou thoir rogimont wont In, DO!) wore 
killed, wounded aud missing, and tho missing 
all included in killed and wounded. AtUhlca- 
rnauga, whon wo wero clinched in tho very 
jaws ol death, and the gates of boll scorned to 
be opouedon us, 1 saw tho old Hag triumph, 
although our army waa driven on tho right.

PEDIGREED StEDS. 


Why the Science or Seed-Breedln f Shornl* 


be Boveloped by Our .Farmers. 


Few farmers will deny that thu ohar- 


ncter and quality of the seud have much 
to do with the quality and quantity of 
the crop, but raroly do they realize to 
what extent this is true. 
More atten- 


tion is given to the selection of breed- 
Ing animals from which herds and 
flocks are to bo produced than is given 
to the seed for our most important 
crop. 
If asked why care is exercined 


iu selecting a breeding animal, the 
answer in general will be: "Because 
like produces like, and if I want good 
Block I must select good parents to 
breed from." 
No principle can be 


more sound or more in accordance with 
tliu laws of nature, but it is as ap- 
plicable in the vegetable as in the aui- 
iual 
world 
and its effects are as 


marked. Why then do uol farmers act 
upon it more? Many do act in accord- 
ance with it to the extent of making an 
imperfect selection of seed when just 
ready to plant, basing the selection on 
the individual merits of the seed; but 
this is not enough. Plants no more 
ttian animals are exact reproductions 
of their immediate parents only, but 
inherit the combined characteristics of 
thoir more remote ancestors. It is im- 
portant then, that the planter should 
know as far as possible what are the 
inherited good and bad qualities of his 
scud. In fact, before the plant grower 
can win the highest success he must 
become a breeder of pedigreed seeds. 
At present he is but little more than a 
plant feeder and attendant. 
Given 


the seed he puts it in the ground 
and, to a very limited extent, aids 
in providing 
suitabW nourishment 


for the growing plant, trusting more 
to kind Providence than to his own 
care to make a crop. He ignores com- 
pletely those mysterious and powerful 
forces existing in the vital principle 
which has been brought down through 
generations of this seed and combine 
in it the characteristics of countless an- 
cestors. 


Wonderful as is this force and so lit- 


tle us its attendant laws of reproduc- 
tion and heredity are understood, yet 
they are known and controlled by man 
sufficiently to enable him to use them 
for kin advantage. More should and 
can bo learned of these laws. 


Hut without waiting for science to 


point oirt jtiht the right way and to pro- 
duce pedigreed seeds, every farmer can 
accomplish much for himself individu- 
ally by selecting the best seed at his 
command and then cudeavor to im- 
prove that from year to year by careful 
selection and earn. A few acres of the 
besl, land to bu found on the farm, con- 
veniently located, eould not be put to 
a better use than by making it a seed- 
breeding ground. This, of course, 
should be given the best care and cul- 
tivation, and the wants of the different 
plants as to the kind »ud ooantity of 
nourishment needed carefully looked 
after. 
When the science of seed-breeditig 


has been developed as it should be, our 
seedsmen will then be to ti»e pUnt- 
growor what the thoroughbred stock- 
man is to the general stock-nutter. 
Pedigrees of desirable kinds and strains 
of seed will perhaps be recorded and 
records kept of good yields 
Farmers 


aud planters will select their seeds as 
much by the record as by the character 
of tho seed itself.—ifolniart'a 
Ittirul

Itcllnble Flguros Showing TlMrt CoohliiR It 


la Unprofitable. 


Prof. K. M. Sheltou, of the KUII.S.H 


Agriculturul College, publishes an ex- 
periment in which ten pigs, with one 
exception yearlings, were fed as fol- 
lows: 


The pigs occupying pens 1 to 5, ill- 


elusive, were fed cooked shelled corn; 
those iu pons 0 to 10 received raw 
shelled corn—as much in both series 
being fed ns was consumed without 
wnste. The corn was weighed bofore 
cooking and after, and the proportion 
of water absorbed in th« cooking pro- 
cess subtracted in the case of every 
food of every pig. The comparisons, 
therefore, wherever made are of cooked 
corn, weighed before it was cooked, 
with raw corn simply.
